On first sight of the Grand Deep

Pigeon Point, which is a grand sight, 
It is 150 foot high, with a wonderful 
magnifying power.

The party is made up of experienced 
miners and hunters, who not only know 
the color of gold and tho habits of tho 
Indians, but can live as tho red men do. 
They will not bother themselves with 
supplies. It is now a week since the 
expedition returned, and, after consult 
ing with the minors who accompanied 
the expedition, the old miners here are 
satisfied with tho prospects, and those 
who have not determined to go this 
fall at all hazards are making ready to 
go in the spring. 
There is not a man 


here who doubts in the least the rich 
prospects in tho Black Hills, for when 
the reports of the correspondents are 
confirmed by official reports, and tb 
official by the cooks and teamsters, al 
agreeing, 'hero is no chance for doubt 


CHICAGO, Sept. 8.—Lieut. Gen
